Several Incidents in Parlia- 


ment Emphasize Strain- 
ed Feeling.

LONDON, April 16.—(By Wire- 
less)—British observers are be- 
ginning to turn their attention to 
rumors current in France _ that 
fresh anti-Italian feeling is rising 
in England. One or two inci- 
dents which occurred recently 
probably gave rise to the view 
abroad that such a feeling is grow- 
ing in England, but the British 
public in general is not greatly 
stirred. 

One incident was in connection 
with the expulsion from Ethiopia 
of the British Indian firm of Mo- 
hammed Ali. The Italians charg- 
ed that this firm was used for 
espionage purposes by Britains. 

This is fantastically untrue, but 
several questions relating to the 
expulsion were asked in the house 
of commons and replied to point- 
edly by Lord Cranborne, who last 
Monday declared the extension of 
the time limit given to the firm 
for evacuating was not considered 
adequate. 

Lord Cranborne underlined the 
fact that nobody in this country 
approved the executions by the 
Italians of two sons of Dr. Mar- 
tin, Ethiopian minister to London. 

Further sour references to 
Italy were made in commons on 
Wednesday when Anthony Eden, 
the foreign secretary, replying to 
a question of whether his atten-

Freight rates, accordingly, were 
low on farm products, but we were 
assessed high rates on manufac- 
tured products, then as now. 

No Standard Used. 

“There is very little sense in the 
fixing of railroad rates in this 
country anyhow. No standard is 
used, rates are fixed arbitrarily 
and everyone knows it. 

“T have been told that the JCC 
justifies its present rates in the 
south because there is a greater 
volume in the north and west, and 
consequently these sections sho'1d 
enjoy lower rates.

The passage by the house of congress of 
the Gavagan anti-lynching bill is regrettable. 
It is to be hoped that the measure will meet 
the defeat it deserves at the hands of the 
senate. 

Senatdr Borah, of Idaho, correctly brands 
the bill “an effort to force through congress 
an unjust, unconstitutional and, in my opin- 


‘jon, an unmora] measure.” 


The Georgia delegation vigorously opposed 


. the bill both by their votes and on the floor 


of the house. For this they are to be warmly 
commended. 


This iniquitous measure is aimed at the 
south. Particularly obnoxious, as pointed out 
by members of congress from various southern 
states, is the provision that any county in 
which a prisoner is seized by a mot or put to 
death may be subjected to a fine of from 
$2,000 to $10,000, the money to be paid to the 
victim’s family. The possibilities in such a law 
are alarming to contemplate. 


The chief iniquity of the bill, however, lies 
in the fact that it is the worst example, to 
date, of the growing tendency to force fed- 
eral interference into affairs which are strict- 
ly matters for the states themselves to handle. 
The bill strikes at one of the most fundamental 
of state’s rights, the right to exercise exclusive 
police power over its own citizens. Federal 
policing of crime in any state is a dangerous 
innovation and one that could easily lead to 
utter submergence of the states as govern- 
mental entities. 

There can be no doubt that the charge, 
made by southern opponents of the bill, that 
it is aimed at the south, is true. Though the 
black record of lynching includes many mob 
crimes committed in other parts of the coun- 
try, it is self-evident that, had there been no 
lynchings in the south, the measure would not 
have been introduced and would not have re- 
ceived the strange support of a temporary 
coalition of northern Democrats with the Re- 
publican minority. 


That lynching is a frightful crime which 
cannot, on any grounds, be condoned, no in- 
telligent person will deny. That it is a shame- 
ful blot upon modern civilization is not open 
to argument. 


But, emphatically, ,the cure does not lie 
through federal interference with the sacred 
rights of the states. The cure, as for all so- 
cial evils, lies in education, and is evident, to 
the unprejudiced, that education is steadily 
wiping out the evil. 


The records reveal that, since the peak of 
1892, the number of lynchings in the country 
as a whole has decreased 5,000 per cent. The 
greater part of this improvement has taken 
place in the south. 


Occasionally we are still shocked and hor- 
rified by the report of another mob outrage, 
but they become steadily less frequent. Pub- 
lic condemnation grows stronger and the day 
has passed when any man may Safely boast 
that he was a member of a lynching mob. 

Education is curing the evil. Education will 
perfect that cure in due time. Federal as- 
sumption of a duty that is emphatically a duty 
of the state is not the prescription for the 
disease. 

It is to be hoped the senate will promptly 
scotch this evil proposal. If anti-lynching leg- 
islation is needed, it is certainly not of the 
type of the Gavagan Dill. 


A WEEK-END TRIP 

This week the Ecuadoran ambassador to the 
United States, having business in his home 
country, climbed aboard an airplane and spent 
the week end on a 10,000-mile trip between 
Washington and Quito and return. Leaving 
Saturday, he had two days, Monday and Tues- 
day, to discuss phases of an important trade 
treaty now being negotiated between the two 
countries, and returned to his post of duty on 
Wednesday. 

Just a matter of routine. A hop from 
Washington to South America in less than a 
week. A pleasant, brief interlude in the sched- 
ules of an ambassador. A matter that any one 
of us, with the necessary funds, can duplicate 
any week end we feel so inclined. 

Thus does the world shrink before the con- 
quests of science. 

In the memory of the present generation, 
a journey between Washington and Ecuador 
was a matter of long weeks of weary travel. 
By train to New York and steamer through the 
Panama canal, then a coastwise steamer to 
Portovejo and another land journey to the city 
of Quito. Weeks and weeks for the return 
journey, too. 

Go back a little farther and it was a journey 
of months, even years. Perhaps on a wind- 
jammer around the Horn, before the canal was 
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dug. An adventure to be undertaken only once 
or twice in a lifetime. 

And now, a week-end trip. 

The importance of this new era of trans- 
portation is inestimable. In this case alone, 
there is impressive example of the new ease in 
negotiating trade treaties between the two 
countries without the former necessarily long 
delays that ofttimes prevented final agree- 
ments on problems of vital importance to 
friendly nations. 


GEORGIA AT THE FAIR 

Invitation to Georgia to have an exhibit at 
the New York World’s Fair in 1939 offers an 
unparalleled opportunity for the presentation 
of the remarkable development now taking 
place in the state, and the advantages offered 
to outside interests for profitable investment 
and activity in Georgia. 

At a meeting called by Governor Rivers, 
and by a group of outstanding bysiness lead- 
ers of Atlanta, it was pointed out that a credit- 
able representation by the state at the fair 
would involve an outlay estimated at $50,000. 
Under the state constitution the government 
cannot, legally, participate in financing the 
venture, 

The business interests of the state should 
underwrite a worthy showing at the fair. The 
suggestion that Governor Rivers head a move- 
ment to raise the needed money points the 
way to a certain method of raising the fund. 

Georgia cannot afford to permit visitors to 
the great New York fair, whether her own citi- 
zens or those from other states, to wonder why 
the Empire State of the South should be with- 
out representation.

FIENDS WALK AMONG US 

One of every five victims of the narcotic 
drug habit acquire their unnatural craving be- 
fore they reach the age of 20. Four out of 
five addicts are less than 25 years of age. This 
startling statement was made by Earle A. 
Rowell, national lecturer on narcotics, in an 
address before the Fulton County Medical 
Society. 

Mr. Rowell rightly advocated segregation of 
all narcotic addicts and long prison terms for 
those who sell them the drugs. There is no 
punishment too severe for the fiend who will 
deliberately make a young boy or girl into a 
slave of a drug, solely that he may reap finan- 
cial profit from its sale. 


It takes less than ten weeks, Mr. Rowell 
declared, for a boy or girl to acquire the drug 
habit so irrevocably that they can never be 
cured. Cures are so rare, he said, among gen-~ 
uine addicts, as to be virtually negligible. 

There is no more horrible, more agonizing 
fate in life than that of slavery to drugs. There 
was no ravening beast of mythology that ex- 
acted such fearful toll from the world than 
this beast of the drug habit. . 

There must be more widespread and effec- 
tive teaching of the truth about this ever- 
present danger, in order that youth may be 
better protected against the insidious tactics 
of the heartless drug peddler. 


A TRAGEDY OF YOUTH 

There is a 15-year-old negro boy in Atlanta 
today whose heart is filled with woe. Real 
tragedy entered his life on Thursday and, to 
all who recall their own days of boyhood, un- 
derstanding sympathy will flow to that young- 
ster. 

The news columns of The Constitution of 
Friday morning revealed the pitiful event. 

The boy, whose name is given as Frank 
Smith and his address as the rear of 214 Four- 
teenth street, paid $20 for a bicycle, purchas- 
ing it from a young white man. The buyer, 
knowing his law, wént to the police station to 
get a tag for his new, prideful possession. The 
seller had not filed notice of the transfer of 
ownership, as he should have done, and Frank 
had to wait at police headquarters while of- 
ficers satisfied themselves he had legal right 
to the wheel. 

The law satisfied, Frank took his fine 
bicycle home. And, within a few short hours, 
the wheel was stolen and he returned to the 
police station to ask aid in apprehension of 
the thief and recovery of his property.

And imagina- 
tion falters and reason totters at 
the thought of what the horny- 
handed, year-around, working 
stiffs of Florida would do in a 
state referendum on this vicious 
invitation to sock the idle rich and 
share the wealth. 


Purpose The purpose of the 
‘i original amendment 
Of Bill was to lure to Florida 

a great element of 
rich men and women from other 
states which levied or might some 
time decide to levy an income 
tax. This immunity and the ab- 
sence of any actual state tax on 
the estates of deceased citizens 
have been the strongest selling 
points in the bright ballyhoo of 
the real estate salesman, the 
house-builder and the municipal 
press agent. It was not that the 
people of Florida had any per- 
sonal love for the rich. They in- 
clude too many preposterous bores 
and rum-pots of all ages and both 
sexes, who sit by the sea at night 
sipping wine and resenting the 
impudence of the working classes 
and think it folly to spoil the lazy 
rascals with a living wage or any 
tip above a dime. 

The people of Florida wove their 
pretty web to lure these fortunes 
and the result has been rich be- 
yond the dreams of those who set 
the trap. 

For hundreds of miles along 
Tropical avenue the marshmallow 
homes of the imported rich now 
present a scene of beauty without 
equal in the world.

ment to other retired economic 
royalists even though they bear 
no state income tax at home. All 
in all, a rich man has been able to 
show himself in simple arithmetic 
on paper that if he sold out and 
made his base in Florida, the sav- 
ing in taxes in time would equal 
and perhaps far exceed the cost of 
a pretty abode with access to the 
beach and sea and golf outside the 
door, and perhaps a distant nod 
from a Widener or even a Stotes- 
bury. 

But now the earth trembles 
with premonitions of tragedy. The 
real estate agents positively prom- 
ised that there could never be a 
state income tax or a state death 
tax because these guarantees were 
imbedded in the solemn constitu- 
tion and the people’s word was 
pledged.

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U.S. SECURITY BOARD 
OKAYS GEORGIA LAW 


State May Now Receive Full 
Benefits of Federal 
Act. | 


The State Board of Public Wel- 
fare announced yesterday receipt 
of official notice from the Social 


Security Board in Washington that 
the Georgia welfare laws have re- 
ceived federal approval. 


Director Lamar G. Murdaugh 
said Washington officials advised 
him the state “now has a sound 
basis for the establishment of pub- 
lic assistance plans under the fed- 
eral Social Security Act.” 


Murdaugh said everything in the 
department would be pointed to- 
ward July 1 when state appropria- 
tions will be available and full 
operations will be undertaken. He 
said the payment of old-age pen- 
sions would. begin at that time. 

The board announced it did not 
“necessarily” have to approve 
county welfare boards until after 
the June 8 general election. Be- 
tween that time and July 1, how- 
ever, the board expects to give 
approval to all county setups. 

In the meantime the state has 
been subdivided into six districts, 
each supervised by a member of 
the state board who will, from time 
to time “confer with the county 
commissioners and other persons 
interested in public welfare activi- 
ties in each county” to aid county 
boards of public welfare. 

Murdaugh said the board is de- 
veloping a plan of operations for 
old-age pensions which will short- 
ly be submitted to the Social Se- 
curity Board in Washington for 
approval. 

The welfare board met here 
Thursday, but did not approve any 
county board setups except that 
of Fulton county, which Murdaugh 
said was necessary in order to take 
the place of the old Fulton county 
board abolished by the 1937 legis- 
lature. 

“We have a temporary arrange- 
ment with virtually every county 
in the state whereby with the aid 
of a limited federal fund the coun- 
ties will supplement and continue 
to employ the county welfare 
worker in each county who has 
heretofore been accustomed to car- 
rying on the public welfare activi- 
ties,’ Murdaugh said.

WIDENING PLANNED 


FOR GRIFFIN ROAD 


$125,000 in U. S. Funds Set 
Aside for Resurfacing 
of Highway. 


Chairman W. L. Miller, of the 
State Highway Board, said yester- 
day that the board has set up 
$125,000 in federal funds for the 
widening and resurfacing of the 
Atlanta-Griffin highway from 
Hapeville to the Griffin city lim- 
its. Miller said he hoped the work 
would be done this summer. 

The project was launched during 
the Talmadge administration but 
no plans for the road were ever 


executed. In recent months the 
road has developed numerous holes 
and has resulted in practically all 
Atlanta-Macon traffic going over 
Route 42 via McDonough and 
Jackson, 

Chairman Miller said that while 
Route 42 probably would continue 
to carry a major portion of the 
traffic the highway board feels 
that the widening and resurfacing 
of the Griffin route should be car- 
ried out because it provides the 
only artery out of Atlanta for traf- 
fic headed for Thomaston, Ameri- 
cus, Albany, Thomasville and other 
points in southwestern Georgia and 
northern Florida. 

The board chairman said that 
the highway department is pro- 
ceeding with plans for the widen- 
ing of the Atlanta-Marietta route, 
via Smyrna and hopes to start lay- 
ing concrete on the new Marietta

FILM PROSPECTS EARN WHILE 
THEY LEARN 


HOLLYWOOD, April 16.—How 
would you like to be paid $1,000 
a week to learn a new profitable 
business? It happens—in Holly- 
wood. Every studio has a small 
string of possible future stars un- 
der contract who, when they were 
signed, knew nothing about pic- 
ture-making. Some of them never 
will, of course, no matter how long 
or how hard they are trained for 
stardom. But that is the studio’s 
loss—not the novice’s, who re- 
ceives anything from $150 a week 
to many times that amount dur- 
ing the grooming period.

THE TAKE-OUT DOUBLE. 

The defender whose hand in 
honor tricks exceeds the usual 
sound opening bid has at his dis- 
posal a group of strength show- 
ing bids of which the most val- 
uable and most flexible is the 
take-out double. 

Doubles Classified. 

The literal meaning of a double 
is that the doubling player does 
not believe the opponents can 
take their contract, and wishes 
to increase the value of the under- 
trick penalties he expects to score. 
A double which is made for this 
purpose, that is, to penalize the 
opponents, is a penalty double. 

Some doubles, however, are 
conventional bids signaling to 
partner a strong hand and re- 
questing partner to take it out 
with a response which best shows 
the nature of his hand. This type 
of double is called a take-out 
double. 

The only time a player should 
even consider passing his part- 
ner’s take-out double is when he 
is so strong in opponents’ trump 
suit and in general defensive 
strength that he feels certain the 
opponents will be defeated at their 
doubled contract.

When in the ‘teens, it’s easy to 
acquire grace of posture. 


At your age—he says—you are 
inclined to do everything too fast, 
and that makes your movements 
jerky.

HEALTH TALKS

TEACHING THE TEACHER 
TO TEACH, 

Many basketfuls of stereotyped, 
multigraphed and printed propa- 
ganda are sorted out from the mail 
to this column week by week. Be- 
ing conductor, as I see it, for the 
good of the health of our readers, 
I never use any of this ready-made 
stuff here. Even for my own infor- 
mation or enlightenment I take 
with a large grain of salt any find- 
ing or conclusion reached by scien- 
tific research—until I can learn 
whether the research is subsidized 
by some scheming commercial in- 


derance of modern scientific re- 
search is of this questionable char- 
acter. 

Admirable, by contrast, is the 
spirit and motive of the many let- 
ters from earnest readers who take 
issue with fundamental teachings 
expounded here, in matters of 
physiology, pathology, health, hy- 
giene and sanitation. Especially de- 
lightful and instructive are some of 
these letters from readers who 
have evidently cogitated at length 
and finally have decided to 
straighten it out for me. For in- 
stance one such correspondent 
writes:

field for their sinister work in a

If there is a 
ailment which can be distinguishec 
from ohter maladies as a “cold,’ 
the doctors who pretend to recog 
nize or diagnose it are strangely 
unwilling to define it so that the 
rest of us may understand wha 
they’re talking about when they 
imply a patient has it. If I were in 
disposed and some doctor told meé 
I had just a “cold” I’d have ne 
further truck with him, for I hon 
estly believe even the ailing pa 
tient can make that bad guess ¢ 
well as any blooming quack can 
Further I insist it is a guess in 100 
per cent of cases. And finally 
suggest diffidently but entirely for 
your own good that if you are > 
too dumb you ought to realize 
yourself how you have been bam 
boozled when the illness develops 
sufficiently so that anybody ca 
see it is the measles, the menin 
gitis or the flu. Trouble is, tha 
by the time the nature of the ill 
ness becomes obvious, you’re toc 
sick to remember how bad the 
quack’s first guess was, or to ques 
tion his glib explanation that i 
has “turned” into pneumonia Oot 
“developed into” diphtheria. 

For generations the medical pro 
fession has gotten away with mur 
der in this fashion, and wiseacré 
laymen are accessories to it when 
they plead the cause of quacke 


against plain common sense.

ELEANOR ROOSEVELT. 


CHARLESTON, S. C., Thursday.—Our drive from Asheville to. 
Charleston yesterday was a constant progress into spring. We found- 
the dogwood in full bloom in the woods and came upon our first 
live oaks with the moss blowing in the wind. I’ve always felt that 
this moss had a’ sinister appearance, except in place, where we 
drove over a long causeway with swamps on either side of us. 
There is seemed to me far more graceful and beautiful than sin- 
ister. The sun may have had something to do with it. 

It was dark when we reached Charleston, but Miss Hickock had. 
been here before and we had no difficulty in finding the Battery 
and the Villa Margherita, where we are staying. 

The first person I walked into was Dr. Alexander Forbes, of 
Boston, who is here with his wife. As we sat at dinner in the 
courtyard with a fountain playing, Michael Strange came over and 
spoke to me. I imagine this is a place where many people meet. 

Miss Hickock and I called for my old friend, Mrs. Huntington, 
this morning, and, as we drove slowly through the streets, I be- 
gan to get the charm of the old place and the beauty of the old 
houses. Mrs. Huntington has a fascinating little house on King 
street which we just looked into, for we have a promise of really 
going over it when we return for tea this afternoon. Then she 
joined us and we drove out to Middleton Gardens. 

The azaleas are practically over, and they tell me they were 
not particularly beautiful this year. But the place we are stopping 
at needs no azaleas to make it beautiful. Mrs. Smith, whose hus-— 
band has inherited it, made us enter over the original steps which 
led into the old house, burned during the War Between the States. 

Certainly the people who laid this place out in the wilderness 
had imagination and breadth of vision rarely equaled. The gate- 
way is exactly opposite the old house entrance and you look straight 
through from the entrance to a bend in the Ashley river. 

Sixty acres of garden, five terraces down to the water, with a 
butterfly-shaped lake at the bottom before you reach the last walk 
along the river’s edge. Tradition says it took ten years to make 
these terraces. The big live oaks, said to be nearly a thousand years 
old, are one of the unforgettable beauties of the place. There is 
water everywhere; perhaps the most beautiful lake is the one where. 
cypress trees grow. The water is black, but crystal clear, so that 
every tree seems to grow down as well as up because of its re- 
flection. 

Mr. and Mrs. Smith live in a wing of the old house which is 
still standing and very beautiful in itself. They tell, with evident 
relish, the story of three men who came early one morning to visit 
the gardens and who, on seeing Mrs. Smith, remarked: “We are 
sorry for you.” 

She was a little mystified and said she did not understand what. 
they meant, but that, however, she was not sorry for herself. One 
of them said: “Tell her what we are saying.” And the other said: 
“We are sorry for you because when you die and go to heaven it

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Market Outlook

NEW YORK, April 16.—(UP)— 
Declining world commodity mar- 
kets brought further uncertainty | 


into the trading picture tonight. 

Commodities markets started 
sliding when President Roosevelt 
announced a switch of government 
activities from durable to con- 
sumer goods. High speculative po- 
sitions had been maintained in 
most of the commonly traded com- 
modities and the speculators liqui- 
dated. 

The selling swung from one 
commodity to another and now is 
general, with wheat suffering the 
worst of today’s break. Various 
American commodity markets 
showed: 

Wheat—Broke as much as 5 
cents a bushel—the limit of fluc- 
tuation—in all North American 
markets with Liverpool wheat off 
as much as 10 1-4 cents a pound 
per 100-pound bushel. 

Cotton—Futures in New York 
broke from $1 to $1.50 a bale. 

Cocoa Futures—Declined from 
19 to 25 points in New York. 

Copper Futures—Closed 68 to 
70 points lower. The price-of do- 
mestic copper dropped 1-2 cent per 
pound by leading producers to 
15 1-2 cents a pound. Foreign cop- 
per markets weak. 

Tin—Foreign markets weak and 
futures here lower. 

This development was reflected 
in the stock market. Prices firmed 
in early trading but the reduction 
in copper price brought selling in 
metals that extended to all divi- 
sions. Near the close railroad 
shares were bid up slightly but 
the list generally was irregularly 
lower. Trading volume barely 
crossed the 1,000,000 share level. 

There was satisfaction that the 


selling did not gain any great 
headway. To most traders this in- 
dicated that the worst of the liqui- 
dation was out of the road. 

The outside market picture add- 
ed little encouragement. Carload- 
ings for the week ended April 10 
dropped to 716,044, a decline of 
10.643 cars, although above the 
1936 week. Railroad earnings for 
the first quarter, however, are in- 
dicated well above the 1936 period. 

One of the favorable items— 
which brought a momentary buy- 
ing movement—was estimated by 
Ward’s Service of automobile pro- 
duction this week at 127,755, the 
highest week this year, and 27,285 
more than in the preceding week.

CHICAGO, April 16.—(4)—In a 
whirlwind demoralized _ selling 
flurry on both sides of the Atlantic 
today wheat prices crashed down- 
ward 15 to 25 cents lower than a 
fortnight ago.

La Follette Considers 
Charges Against Operator 
for Threat on Witness. 


WASHINGTON, April 16.—(?) 
Chairman La Follette, of the sen- 
ate civil liberties committee, an- 
nounced tonight he was “consider- 
ing what charges we might bring” 
against Ted Creech, a husky mine 
operator accused of threatening a 
witness. 

Richard C. Tackett, mountaineer 
from the strife-ridden Kentucky 
coal fields, told the committee 
Creech threatened to send him to 
prison because of testimony he had 
given. 

Tackett testified a chief deputy 
for the Harlan County Coal Op- 
erators’ Association hired him to 
dynamite the home of & union or- 
ganizer. 

Tackett charges against Creech 
were corroborated by United 
States Deputy Marshal Bonham, 


'who has guarded Tackett. 


Creech, red-faced and stutter- 
ing, returned to the witness stand 
and asserted Tackett had told him 
he was “drunk” when he testi- 
fied about the dynamiting. 


Preacher Testifies. 


Earlier Rev. B. H. Moses, a Holi- 
ness preacher, said Creech and a 
band of company-paid deputies— 
all heavily armed—had halted him 
and a group of miners on the way 
to a union mass meeting. 

Flourishing submachine guns, 
rifles, and revolvers, the officers 
forced them to return home, he 
testified. 

A similar incident was related 
by Rev. Carl E. Vogel, who said 
he saw a group of deputies “herd” 
unarmed miners down a mountain 
road, beating some of them till 
their faces were smeared with 
blood. : 

A young grocery clerk, Law- 
rence Howard, testified two com- 
pany-paid deputies had offered 
him $100 to “shoot up” the home 
of William Klontz, a preacher and 
union organizer. 

After he refused, Howard said, 
Lee told him “we can do it our- 
selves” and Klontz’s house was 
showered with bullets the follow- 
ing night.

Carl Ackerman, dean of the Grad- 
uate School of Journalism at Co- 
lumbia University, told delegates
